COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT BLOCK GRANT PROGRAM

Transmitted herewith are the recommended projects for the 2002 Community Development Block Grant 
Program (CDBG), the Emergency Shelter Grants Program (ESG), and the HOME Investment Partnership 
Program (HOME) (October 1, 2002 - September 30, 2003). The Cook County Community Development 
Advisory Council adopted these recommendations at a public hearing held on May 30, 2002. 

The amount of CDBG funds requested was $30,500,455.00. The amount of CDBG funds available for 
programming is $13,596,31 1.00. The proposed use of CDBG funds will provide a 100% benefit to low 
and moderate income persons. 

The amount of ESG funds requested was $946,274.00. The amount of ESG funds available for 
programming is $428,000.00. The proposed use of ESG funds provides essential services and 
maintenance/operational costs for homeless shelters in suburban Cook County, as well as programs for 
homeless prevention. 

The amount of HOME Investment Partnership funds available for programming is $8,282,000.00. Of this 
amount, $1,500,000.00 is recommended for lead-based paint abatement in conjunction with single-family 
rehabilitation. Applications for other eligible HOME projects are accepted throughout the year. The 
proposed use of all funds must be incorporated into the County’s Annual Action Plan for submittal to 
HUD. 

Prior to submitting required documents to HUD, Cook County is required by Executive Order 12372, 
Intergovernmental Review of Federal Programs, to submit proposed projects to the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission and the Illinois State Clearinghouse for their review and release to HUD. The 
County must also publish the description of the Annual Action Plan. All documents and certifications 
must be submitted to HUD no later than August 15, 2002.

The U.S. Department of Justice, Office of Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention (OJJDP), recently 
authorized a grant of $748,350.00 to Cook County for juvenile drug abuse programs. This grant is an 
earmarked appropriation from Congress and was included in OJJDP’s budget for award to the County. 
The application for these funds was submitted to the U.S. Department of Justice on August 17, 2001, 
before the implementation of the grant pre-application approval process. 

We propose that these grant funds be used to replicate Life Skills Training (LST), a juvenile drug 
prevention program that has been evaluated and has demonstrated significant deterrent effects over a 
sustained period of time. LST is an exemplary violence prevention program that numerous evaluations 
conducted over a 15-year period show cuts tobacco, alcohol and marijuana use 50 to 75% among young 
people. LST is a three-year school-based intervention program to prevent gateway drug abuse. We 
propose implementing it in targeted Cook County schools and school districts. 

LST has been recognized as an exemplary program by the American Medical Association, the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse, the National Centers for Disease Control, the American Psychological 
Association, the White House Office on Drug Policy, the U.S. Department of Justice and the U.S. 
Department of Education. 

To implement the LST program in a timely manner in accordance with federal requirements, we request 
permission to enter into contracts with the following entities: 

(1) Biopatterns Center for Health, a Chicago-based organization that provides program development, 
implementation, monitoring, evaluation and research services to government agencies and 
healthcare organizations. Under this one year contract. Biopatterns will serve as Life Skills 
Training project coordinator reporting directly to the Cook County Judicial Advisory Council. 
They will be responsible for overall project management, managing subcontractors, establishing 
partnerships with interested schools, facilitating teacher training, oversight of school 
implementation of LST curriculum and project assessment. One year contract for $97,920.00. 

(2) National Health Promotion Associates (NHPA), a health consulting, research and development 
firm established by Dr. Gilbert Botvin, the developer of the Life Skills Training program in 1985. 
Dr. Botvin, a prevention scientist at Cornell University Medical College, established NHPA to 
provide training and technical assistance to school sites implementing the LST program. They 
provide technical assistance to sites who are implementing the LST program, train teachers to 
conduct the program, and train trainers to continue the program locally. Three year contract not 
to exceed $1 75,000.00. 

(3) Princeton Health Press, Inc. publishes the Life Skills Training material including teacher manuals, 
student guides and relaxation tapes. They are the only source for the Life Skills Training 
material. Three year contract not to exceed $112,000.00. 
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We respectfully request permission to accept these funds and to contract with the above organizations to 
provide management, technical assistance and training to implement the LST program in a timely manner 
and in accordance with federal regulations.

water supply conforming with the standards and requirements of the Cook 
County Plumbing Code and all amendments relative thereto, the Cook County 
Health Department, the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District, and the Health 
Department of the State of Illinois. Approved sewer and water connection 
permits and/or an approved private sewage system permit and an approved 
individual well permit must be submitted in conjunction with a building permit 
application.

ARTICLE 4.5.9 
RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 

COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE OF 2001, AS AMENDED (01-0-30) 

4.5.9 SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The uses in the R-5 Single-Family Residence District shall conform to the following requirements. 

A. Parking and loading. 

Uses shall conform to Article 11. 
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B. Tents. 

Tents shall not be used as a place of permanent residence and shall not be erected, used or 
maintained on any lot, except for a limited period of time. Tents shall not be used for the 
permanent storage of vehicles and other equipment. 

C. Trailers, recreational vehicles and boats. 

Travel trailers, camping trailers, recreational vehicles, motor homes, boats, boat trailers and 
miscellaneous trailers shall not be parked or stored on a zoning lot, except when located in 
a garage, a fully enclosed structure or in such a location that they are not visible from 
adjacent rights-of-way or from other zoning lots. 

D. Trucks. 

Trucks, commercial vehicles and other commercial equipment shall not be parked or stored 
on a zoning lot. except when located in a garage, a fully enclosed structure or in such a 
location that they are not visible from adjacent rights-of-way or from other zoning lots. 
Vehicles to be parked or stored must be owned or legally controlled by the residents or 
occupants of the principal use. Small pick-up trucks and vans used principally as passenger 
cars are excluded from this requirement. 

E. Sewer and water. 

Uses requiring sanitary facilities shall be served by either a municipal or sewer and water 
system, a private community sewer and water system or an individual water system. 
Individual sewage disposal units may be used for single-family detached dwellings located 
on zoning lots with at least twenty' thousand (20,000) square feet of area. Individual 
sewage disposal systems and individual water supply systems must be approved by the 
Cook County Health Department. If both an individual sewage disposal system and an 
individual water system are used to serve the same lot, a minimum lot area of forty 
thousand (40,000) square feet is required. 

F. Lots of Record. 

A single-family residence, on a lot of record on the effective date of this comprehensive 
ordinance, may be established regardless of the area of the lot or the lol width, provided 
there shall always be sufficient ground area left unoccupied by a structure or paving for a 
proper system of sewage disposal and water supply conforming with the standards and 
requirements of the Cook County Plumbing Code and all amendments relative thereto, the 
Cook Counts' Health Department, the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District, and the 
Health Department of the State of Illinois. Approved sewer and water connection permits 
and/or an approved private sewage system permit and an approved individual well permit 
must be submitted in conjunction with a building permit applications. (Amend. Ord. 02-0- 
22. 07-09-02.)

ORDINANCE 

ARTICLE 13 

ADMINISTRATION AND ENFORCEMENT 
COOK COUNTY ZONING ORDINANCE OF 2001, AS AMENDED (01-0-30) 

13.1 ORGANIZATION 

The administration and enforcement of this Ordinance is vested in the Department of Building and Zoning 

and the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

13.2 DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING AND ZONING AND THE ZONING ADMINISTRATOR 

13.2.1 DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT OF BUILDING AND ZONING 

A. Duties of the Department of Building and Zoning shall be as follows. 

1. Inspect buildings, structures and land uses to determine compliance with provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

2. Issue and maintain records of sign permits. 

3. Issue and maintain records of certificates of occupancy. 

4. Authorize illumination of parking lots between the hours of 10:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. in 
Residential Districts when necessary for public safety and welfare. 

5. Issue permits regulating erection and use of tents for specific purposes, such as temporary 
carnivals, charity or eleemosynary uses, and churches and revival meetings not to exceed 
ten (10) days. 

6. Duties as the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall by ordinance resolution or 
direction provide. 

13.2.2 DUTIES OF THE ZONING ADMINISTRATOR 

A. Administration of this Ordinance shall be exercised through a person in the Department of 

Building and Zoning designated as the Zoning Administrator. The Zoning Administrator shall 

be appointed by the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

B. Duties of the Zoning Administrator shall be as follows. 

1. Issue, upon request, a letter verifying the zoning classification of property to a person 
who is entitled to initiate a zoning amendment including interpretations giving the 
meaning and intent of provisions of this ©Ordinance. 

2. Maintain permanent and current records of this Ordinance including, but not limited to, 
all maps, map amendments, special uses, planned unit developments, variations, appeals 
and related applications. 

3. Provide and maintain a source of public information for all matters arising out of this 
Ordinance. 

4. Receive, file and forward to the Zoning Committee of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners applications for special uses and map amendments. The Zoning 
Administrator shall not forward applications which fail to comply with this Ordinance. 
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5. Receive, file and forward to the Zoning Board of Appeals applications for variations, 
appeals and other matters which the Zoning Board of Appeals is required to pa s s und e r 
act upon as provided in this Ordinance. The Zoning Administrator shall reject 
applications for variations which are not authorized by this Ordinance. 

6. Review properties subject to legal action which have resulted in the invalidation of 
zoning under this Ordinance and change official zoning maps to reflect court decrees. 

7. Review properties which have been disconnected from a municipality, or which have 
come within the jurisdiction of Cook County as the result of the dissolution of a 
municipality, and recommend to the Zoning Board of Appeals amendments for 
reclassification of properties. 

8. Determine use, lot and bulk requirements provided in this Ordinance. 

9. Forward plans to the Cook County Superintendent of Highways for proposed uses which 
provide one hundred parking spaces for Highway Department review comment and 
approval pursuant to this Article. 

10. Duties as the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall by ©ordinance, resolution or 
direction provide. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.2.3 REVIEW OF ALL PERMIT APPLICATIONS AND CERTIFICATES OF OCCUPANCY 

All permits for use of land or buildings and certificates of occupancy, except as otherwise provided by 
this Ordinance, shall be reviewed and approved by the Department of Building and Zoning. The Zoning 
Administrator shall affix a certificate to the permit indicating that the proposed building or structure 
complies with all the provisions of this Ordinance. No officer, department or employee of Cook County 
shall issue a permit until a permit application has been reviewed and approved by the Department of 
Building and Zoning. Any permit or certificate of occupancy which is in conflict with the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be null and void. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.3 ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 
13.3.1 MEMBERSHIP 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall be composed of seven (7) members: five (5) voting members who 
shall be appointed by the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and two (2) ex-officio, 
non-voting members, consisting of the Chairman of the Building and Zoning Committee of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners and the Chief Administrative Officer of Cook County. Ex-officio 
members may be represented by a designee at any hearing or meeting of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 
Voting members shall receive compensation and an allowance for expenses as provided by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners in its annual appropriation Ordinance. Members of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals serving at the time of adoption of this Ordinance shall serve for the remaining term of their 
appointments, or until their respective successors are appointed. All new and renewed terms of office for 
Zoning Board of Appeals members shall be for five (5) years. 

One of the members of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be designated by the President of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners as Chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals, and shall hold office until 
a successor is appointed. The President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall have the power 
to remove for cause any member of the Zoning Board of Appeals. Vacancies on the Zoning Board of 
Appeals shall be filled by appointment of the President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners for 
the unexpired term of the member whose position has become vacant.

H. Hear and decide matters as set forth in this Ordinance and matters referred to it by the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners. 

I. Duties as the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall by ordinance, resolution or 
direction provide. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.3.3 MEETINGS AND RULES 

The meetings of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be held at the call of the Chairman at such times as 
the Zoning Board of Appeals may determine. Hearings conducted by the Zoning Board of Appeals shall 
be considered public meetings under the Illinois Open Meetings Act and shall be held in conformance 
with the Illinois Open Meetings Act. Ex-officio members, or their designees, may fully participate in 
meetings, but shall not vote on any matters before the Zoning Board of Appeals. For purposes of 
conducting a public meeting, a quorum of four (4) members shall be present in person at the meeting, and 
two (2) of the four (4) members present may be ex-officio members or their designees.

The 
Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall maintain complete records of all actions relative to 
appeals. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.3.6 SECRETARY OF THE ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 

A. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be appointed by the President of the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

13. Duties of the Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be as follows. 

1. Maintain records of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

2. Forward to the County Board of Commissioners final findings of fact and 
recommendations of the Zoning Board of Appeals for map amendments and special uses 
and such other matters under this ordinance which require consideration or action by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. 
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3. Administer dut ie s sp e cifica l ly i d e ntifi e d in this Ordinanc e , as w e ll a s - duties which may be 
delegated to the Secretary by the Cook County Board of Commissioners and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.4 BUILDING PERMITS/ZONING CERTIFICATES 

13.4.1 APPLICATION 

An application for a building permit shall be deemed an application for a zoning certificate. An 
application shall be accompanied by the following. 

A. Plat of survey, in triplicate, drawn to scale and showing actual dimensions of lots and blocks. 
The plat shall be dated within the prior six (6) month period and it shall be certified by a land 
surveyor licensed by the State of Illinois as a true copy of the property according to the 
registered or recorded plat of subdivision. 

B. Site plan signed and sealed by a registered professional engineer in the State of Illinois, in 
triplicate, drawn to scale in such form as may be prescribed by the Department of Building 
and Zoning. The site plan shall show the ground area, height and bulk of the building or 
structure, building lines in relation to lot lines, use to be made of the building, structure or 
land and such other information as may be required by the Department of Building and 
Zoning. 

13.4.2 PROCEDURE 

A copy of each plat of survey and site plan shall be attached to the application for a building permit when 
it is submitted to the Department of Building and Zoning for zoning certification. The Department of 
Building and Zoning shall retain the application, attached plats and plans as public records. 

13.5 CERTIFICATES OF OCCUPANCY 

A building shall not be constructed or occupied, an existing building shall not be expanded or otherwise 
altered or occupied, a new land use shall not be established and an existing land use shall not be changed 
until a certificate of occupancy is issued by the Department of Building and Zoning see section 13.5.1 
Every certificate of occupancy shall state that the land use and occupancy of buildings or structures 
comply with all provisions of this Ordinance and that buildings or structures are habitable and in 
conformance with all applicable building regulations. 

13.5.1 APPLICATION 

An application for a building permit shall be deemed an application for a certificate of occupancy. Every 
application for a change in land use, where no building permit is required, shall be made directly to the 
Department of Building and Zoning. 

13.5.2 PROCEDURE 

A certificate of occupancy for a building, addition or alteration shall not be issued until construction has 
been completed, the premises inspected and the Department of Building and Zoning has certified that the 
use conforms with applicable Cook County Ordinances. Pending the issuance of a certificate of 
occupancy, a temporary certificate may be issued. A temporary certificate of occupancy shall not exceed 
six (6) months. The Department of Building and Zoning shall issue either a certificate of occupancy or 
provide written notice to the applicant setting forth why a certificate of occupancy cannot be issued. 
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13.5.3 APPEALS 

An application for a certificate of occupancy which has been denied by the Department of Building and 
Zoning due to non-compliance with this Ordinance may be appealed to the Zoning Board of Appeals 
pursuant to this Ordinance. 

13.6 VARIATIONS 

13.6.1 PURPOSE 

The Zoning Board of Appeals, after a public hearing, may grant or d e ny a variat i on of t e n (10) p e rc e nt or 
l e ss from th e quant i tat i v e r e qu i r e m e nts of th i s Ordinanc e and shall recommend to the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners to grant or deny authorized variations in exc es s of t e n (10) p e rc e nt from any 
quant i tativ e r e qu i r e m e nt of under this Ordinance. In making a d e e -is io n -o r a recommendation, the Zoning 
Board of Appeals shall make findings of fact in accordance with standards prescribed in this Ordinance 
for variations, and shall also find that there are practical difficulties or particular hardships which prevent 
the applicant from strictly following regulations of this Ordinance. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.2 APPLICATION AND NOTICE OF HEARING 

An application for a variation shall be filed in triplicate with the Department of Building and Zoning. The 
Zoning Administrator shall reject applications for variations which do not comply w ith the provisions of 
this Ordinance. The Department of Building and Zoning shall forward one copy of the application to the 
Cook County Board Commissioner in whose district the property is located. The application shall contain 
such information as required by the rules of the Zom n g Board of App e a l s Department of Building and 
Zoning . Notice of the time and place of a public hearing shall be published at least once, not less than 
fifteen (15) days nor more than thirty (30) days, before the hearing in a newspaper of general circulation 
in Cook County. The published notice may be supplemented by additional notice as required by the rules 
of the Zoning Board of Appeals. In addition, notice of public hearings shall be as follows. 

A. Notices shall be given to current real estate tax assesses, as shown on the records of the Cook 
County tax collector, and to all persons whose names are listed on mailboxes, doorbells or 
signs on lots lying within one hundred and fifty (150) feet of the property lines of the lot for 
which the variation is sought. When a condominium development is within one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet of the subject property, notice need only be sent to the condominium 
association. 

B. Notices shall be in writing and shall give the variation number assigned by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, the place, date and time of the hearing and shall be given not less than seven (7) 
days nor more than forty-five (45) days before the hearing. The applicant shall file a sworn 
affidavit containing a complete list of the names and last known addresses of the owners of 
the properties required to be served, the method of service, and the names and last known 
addresses of the persons served with copies of the notice. The affidavit shall create a 
presumption that notice was given as required. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.3 STANDARDS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall not grant or d e ny a varianc e , or recommend to the Board of 
Commissioners that it grant or deny a variance, unless ft the Zoning Board of Appeals first makes written 
findings of fact on each of the following standards based upon evidence presented. 

A. Physical surroundings, shape or topographical condition of the property would result in 
hardship upon the owner, as distinguished from a mere inconvenience, if the provisions of 
this Ordinance were followed. 
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B. Conditions which are unique to the property exist and are not applicable to other properties 
within the same zoning classification. 

C. Variation sought is not based exclusively upon a desire to make the property more profitable. 

D. Hardship or alleged difficulty is caused by the this Ordinance and not by any person presently 
having an interest in the property. 

E. Variation will not be detrimental to the public welfare or injurious to other properties or 
improvements in the neighborhood. 

F. Variation will not impair an adequate supply of light and air to adjacent properties, 
substantially increase congestion in the public streets, increase the danger of fire, cause 
increased flooding risk to adjacent property, endanger public safety or substantially diminish 
or impair property values within adjacent neighborhoods. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.4 CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals may impos e or. in ea ses of variat i ons i n e xc ess of t e n (10) p e rc e nt, 
recommend to the Board of Commissioners, such conditions and restrictions upon the premises benefited 
by a variation as may be necessary to reduce or minimize the effect of the variation upon other properties 
in the neighborhood and to better carry out the general intent of this Ordinance. Failure of the applicant to 
comply with conditions and restrictions imposed shall constitute a violation of this Ordinance. (Amend. 
Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.5 AUTHORIZED VARIATIONS 

A variation from the regulations of this Ordinance may be granted by the Zoning Board of App e als Cook 
County Board of Commissioners only in the following instances and in accordance with standards set 
forth in this Ordinance. 

A. Permit a yard or setback less than the yard or setback required by this Ordinance , but i n no 
e v e nt shal l th e var i ation b e gr e at e r than t e n (10) p e rc e n t from any qua r rt -i tat i v e r e quir e m e nt of 
this Ord i nanc e. 

B. Permit the use of a lot or lots for a use which is otherwise prohibited solely because of the 
insufficient area or width of the lot or lots , but i n no e v e nt sha ll th e ar e a of t he lot author i z e d 
by t - h e variation b e le s s than nin e ty (90) p e rc e nt of th e r e quir e d ar e a. The Zon i ng Board of 
App e a l s Cook County Board of Commissioners shall not grant a variation which results in the 
division of a conforming lot or lots into two or more nonconforming lots. The Zon i ng Board 
of - App e a l s Cook County' Board of Commissioners shall not allow a lot less than tw e nty forty 
thousand (240,000) square feet to be used for an individual septic system and water supply 
system , unless the Cook County Department of Public Health has approved the systems. 

C. Permit the same off-street parking facility to qualify as a facility for two (2) or more uses, 
provided the substantial use of the facility by each user does not take place at the same hours 
of the same days of the week , and that th e Coo k -County H i ghway D e partm e nt has approv e d 
th e propos e d r e qu e st . 

D. Reduce required off-street parking or off-street loading facilities by not mor e than on e (1) 
park i ng or load i ng spac e or t e n (10) p e rc e nt of th e app li cab le r e qu i r e m e nts, wh i ch e v e r 
numb e r i s gr e at e r, provid e d that th e Cook County H i ghway D e partm e nt has app r ov ed th e 
propo se d r e qu e st . 

E. Increase by not mor e than t e n ( 1 0) p e rc e nt the maximum distance that required parking 
spaces are permitted to be located from the use served , provid e d that th e Cook County 
Highway D e partm e nt h as approv e d th e propo se d r e qu es t . 

F. Increase dimensions or square footage of signs as provided in Article 12 and Ordinance No. 
02-0-05. 
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G. Increase the maximum gross floor area of any use by an amount - not to e xc ee d t e n (10) 
p e rc e nt of - th e-fl oor ar e a ratio required by this Ordinance. 

H. Grant variations for property located in a floodplain in accordance with the Floodplain 
Ordinance for Cook County, Illinois. 

I. Reduce lot size when property has been diminished in size by eminent domain or by a 
conveyance in lieu of an eminent domain proceeding. 

J. Grant height variations for freestanding cellular tower facilities by an amount not to - e xc eed 
t e n (10) p e rc e nt of th e p e rmitt e d h ei ght as provided in Ordinance No. 01-0-32 . No height 
variation for a cellular radio facility which is attached to or installed on a building shall be 
allowed. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.6 GRANT I NG RECOMMENDING VARIATIONS 

A majority vote of four ( ■ 1) three (3) of the five (5) voting members of the Zoning Board of Appeals is 
required toi 

At— G rant a variation of t e n (10) p e rc e nt or l e ss. 

&—Rrecommend to the Cook County Board of Commissioners to grant or deny a variation m 
e xc es s of t e n (10) p e rc e nt . 

No decision of the Zon i ng Board - of App e a ls Cook County Board of Commissioners granting 
a variation or-r e comm e nd i ng to th e Board of Comm i s si on e r s-- that a var i at i on b e grant e d or 
dented shall be valid for more than one (1) year, w t th i n - which tim e unless a building permit 
must b e js obtained and construction of the building or the use commenced. (Amend. Ord. 
02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.6.7 EFFECT OF DENIAL 

An application for a variation e f - t e n ( L G) p e rc e nt or le ss wh i ch has b ee n d e n ie d whol l y or in part by th e 
Zon i ng Board of App e als, or an appl i cat i on for a variation of mor e than t e n (10) p e rc e nt which has been 
denied wholly or in part by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, shall not be resubmitted for a 
period of one (1) year from the date of the denial, except on grounds of new evidence or proof of changed 
conditions found to be valid by the Zoning Board of Appeals. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-23, 07-09-02.) 

13.7 MAP AMENDMENTS 

13.7.1 AUTHORITY 

The districts established by this Ordinance may be amended by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. No map amendment shall be made without consideration of existing conditions, property 
values, trends of development and uses to which property is devoted. 

13.7.2 INITIATION 

A map amendment may be proposed by the President or a member of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners or by any person or entity having an interest in the subject property. A map amendment 
shall be initiated as provided in this Article.

13.7.3 NOTICE OF APPLICATION 

An applicant shall, not less than fifteen (15) days nor more than thirty (30) days before filing an 
application, serve written notice, return receipt requested, to the property owners within two hundred and 
fifty (250) feet of the lot lines of the subject property. The property owners receiving notice shall be those 
persons or entities whose names appear on the Cook County tax records. The number of feet occupied by 
public roads, streets, alleys and other public ways shall be excluded in computing the two hundred and 
fifty (250) feet requirement. Notice need not be sent to owners more than four hundred (400) feet from the 
subject property when public streets, alleys and other public ways are included in the computation. In 
addition, the applicant shall serve notice to the clerk of each municipality within one and one-half (114) 
miles of the subject property, the superintendent of each local school district, the fire chief of each local 
fire protection district, the township clerk and township highway commissioner. Notice shall contain the 
address of the subject property, a brief statement of the nature of the application, the name and address of 
the applicant and a statement of the approximate date when the applicant intends to apply. If the property 
owner on which notice is served cannot be found, or the mailed notice is returned, the notice requirements 
of this provision shall be deemed satisfied provided the applicant made a bonafide effort to determine the 
owner's address. 

13.7.4 APPLICATION 

A. Applications shall be submitted to the Department of Building and Zoning in such form and 
accompanied by such information as required by the Department of Building and Zoning. The 
applicant shall file one (1) original and fifteen (15) copies of the application and all 
supporting documents. The applicant shall attest, and the Department of Building and Zoning 
shall independently verify, that no judicial proceeding for a violation of any Cook County 
Ordinance is pending pertaining to the subject property. 

B. Applicants shall furnish to the Department of Building and Zoning a list of names and last 
known addresses of the persons served with notice. Applicant(s) shall also furnish a written 
statement to the Department of Building and Zoning certifying compliance with the notice 
requirements of this Ordinance. 

C. Notices, as set forth in this Article, shall be served by the Secretary of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals when the applicant is either the President or a member of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. Notice shall be served not less than fifteen (15) days nor more than thirty 
(30) days before a scheduled public hearing. 

D. Applications which fail to comply with this Section shall be returned by the Zoning 
Administrator to the applicant. The Zoning Administrator shall retain one (1) copy of the 
application and supporting documents. 

13.7.5 DISCLOSURE 
A. Property. 

1. Applicants of property held in a land trust, shall disclose the identity of each beneficiary 
of the trust including the name, address and percentage of interest of each beneficiary. 
Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

2. Applicants of property owned by a partnership or association of two or more persons 
holding a common interest shall disclose the name and address of each partner or 
associate shall be listed. Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of 
the application. 

3. Applicants of property owned by a corporation shall disclose the name, address and 
percentage of ownership interest of shareholders owning 5% or more of the corporation 
shall be disclosed. Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the 
application. 
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B. Applicant. 

1. Applicants acting as agents or nominees shall disclose their agency relationship shall be 
disclosed and the name and address of the principals and their interest in the subject 
property. If the principals are not individuals, the identity of the principals shall be 
disclosed as set forth. Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of 
the application. 

2. Applicants who are either the President or a member of the Cook County Board 
Commissioners shall disclose any ownership interest in the property or any direct or 
indirect interest in the property and the nature of the interest. Disclosure shall be a 
statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

3. Applicants who are a partnerships or associations of two or more persons holding a 
common interest the name, address and percentage of ownership interest of each partner 
or associate having more than a 5% interest Disclosure shall be a statement under oath 
and filed at the time of the application. 

4. Applicants who are a corporation shall disclose the name, address and percentage of 
ownership interest of shareholders owning 5% or more of the corporation. Disclosure 
shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

C. Applications which fail to comply with this Section shall be returned by the Zoning 

Administrator to the applicant. The Zoning Administrator shall retain one (1) copy of the 

application and supporting documents. 

13.7.6 PROCESSING APPLICATIONS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall forward a copy of the application, and all supporting documentation 
to the Cook County Commissioner in whose district the property is located, the Cook County Department 
of Planning and Development, the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning, the Cook County 
Department of Highways, the Cook County Forest Preserve District, the Cook County Department of 
Public Health, and the Department of Environmental Control at least thirty (30) days before a scheduled 
hearing date. Each reviewing department shall submit recommendations and comments to the Secretary of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals at least three (3) days before the scheduled hearing date. In addition, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals shall provide notice of the availability of the Application and supporting 
documents for inspection and copying to the superintendents of local school districts, the fire chiefs of 
local fire protection districts, the township highway commissioner, the township clerk and municipalities 
within one and one half (1 1/2 ) miles form the subject property. 

Each reviewing department shall examine the application and supporting documentation based upon the 
following, as well as similar criteria. 

A. Department of Planning and Development. 

1. Economic impact. 

2. Community need. 

3. Trend of development. 

4. Demographics. 

5. Property values. 

B. Department of Building and Zoning. 

1. Site plan review. 

2. Land use and permit review of properties in the vicinity of the proposed use. 

3. Lot size. 

4. Subdivision regulations. 

C. Department of Highways. 

1. Wetland mitigation and compensation. 

2. Floodway and floodplain capacity and storage. 

3. Drainage detention requirements. 
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4. Roads, bridges, culverts, driveways, sidewalks, ingress, egress and access control. 

5. Subdivision regulations. 

6. Drainage, utilities, road easements and dedications. 

7. Criteria from other regulatory agencies such as the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District, Illinois Department of Transportation, Illinois Department of Natural Resources, 
United States Army Corps of Engineers, local fire protection agencies and townships. 

8. Erosion and sediment control requirements. 

D. Forest Preserve Districts 

1. Compatibility of the proposed use with Forest Preserve holdings. 

2. Impact on value of Forest Preserve holdings. 

3. Future Forest Preserve acquisitions. 

E. Department of Public Health. 

1. Lot sizes for private septic systems and wells. 

2. Subdivision regulations. 

3. Swimming pools. 

4. Public or community well and septic or sewage systems. 

5. Health and safety concerns. 

F. Department of Environmental Control. 

1. Noise and odor regulations. 

2. Soil geology and composition. 

3. Wetland mitigation and compensation. 

4. Discharges of effluent and particulate into the air, land and water. 

5. Criteria from other regulatory agencies such as the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District, Illinois Environmental Protection Agency, Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources, United States Army Corps of Engineers and United States Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

The County departments recommendations and comments shall be available to the applicant or its 
representative, upon request for review and/or reproduction prior to the hearing date. 

13.7.7 NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 

A. Time and place of a public hearing shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in 
Cook County not less than fifteen (15) days before the hearing. In addition, at least fifteen 
(15) days before the hearing, notice of the hearing shall be posted on the property proposed to 
be rezoned in such a way as to be plainly visible from the roadway or right-of-way passing 
the frontage of the property. Notice posted on the property shall be maintained until the date 
of hearing on a weatherproof sign that is at least three (3) feet by four (4) feet in size. The 
sign shall have a white background and contain the word "NOTICE" in red capital letters at 
least six (6) inches high. The remaining lettering shall be in black capital letters a minimum 
of three (3) inches in height. Notice shall contain at least the following language: "This 
property is the subject of a rezoning hearing before the Cook County Zoning Board of 
Appeals on (date) at (time) at (location)." 

B. Written notice shall be served by regular mail and also by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, at least fifteen (15) days before the hearing, to the clerk of each municipality 
within one and one-half (1 1/2) miles of the property proposed to be rezoned. Notice shall 
also be sent, in the same manner, to the clerk of the township in which the property is located 
the superintendent of each school district and the fire chief of the local fire protection district 
in which the property is located. The notices shall contain the same information as the posted 
notice and shall also contain the legal description of the property, the common address of the 
property, the name of the applicant, the applicant's representative and a brief description of 
the requested map amendment. In addition, notice of all hearings shall be sent to each civic or 
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property owners' organization requesting notice of hearings on map amendments. Failure to 
notify a civic or property owners' organization, however, shall not invalidate the hearing. 
Supplemental or additional notices may be published or distributed as prescribed by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals' rules. All required notices shall be provided at the expense of the 
applicant. 

C. Applicants shall be responsible for the preparation of both posted and mailed notices and 
shall be solely responsible for the adequacy and accuracy of the information. The applicant 
shall also be responsible for placing and maintaining posted notice and for mailing and 
maintaining records of written notices. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be 
responsible for assuring that notice by newspaper publication, at the expense of the applicant, 
is given. 

D. Copies of an application shall be served in person or by certified mail on the owners of record 
within ten (10) days after the application is filed when the applicant is the President or a 
member of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. Where the application is filed by a 
person having an interest in the subject property, a notice and copy of the application shall be 
served in like manner upon persons or entities having an interest in the property. Notice and 
service requirements shall be in addition to posting and publishing requirements of this 
Article. 

13.7.8 HEARING 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall hold at least one (1) public hearing on each application for a map 
amendment in the township in which the property is located an authorized representative of any Count}' 
department that provided comment on the Application shall testily at the hearing if requested by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. A record of proceedings shall be preserved in the manner prescribed by Zoning 
Board of Appeals' rules. 

If there is a judicial proceeding for a violation of any Cook County Ordinance involving the subject 
property, the applicant shall not be entitled to seek, nor shall the Zoning Board of Appeals grant, a 
continuance. 

13.7.9 STANDARDS AND FINDINGS OF FACT AND RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 

A. Evidence submitted shall be reviewed by the Zoning Board of Appeals to determine whether 
the proposed use benefits public health, safety and welfare with respect to the following 
standards. 

1. Uses of surrounding property. 

2. Zoning classification of surrounding property. 

3. Suitability of the subject property for the use permitted under the existing zoning 
classification. 

4. Trend of development in the area. 

5. Length of time the property has been vacant as zoned considered in the context of land 
development in the surrounding area. 

6. Extent to which property values are diminished by particular zoning restrictions. 

7. Need in the community for the proposed use. 

8. Consistency with the Cook County Comprehensive Land Use and Policies Plan. 
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B. Applicants shall submit one (1) original and fifteen (15) copies of proposed findings of fact 
documenting how the proposed amendment meets the standard to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals within thirty (30) days of the public hearing. The applicant may seek, and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals may grant for good cause shown, one (1) thirty (30) day extension of time 
for the applicant to submit findings of fact. The Zoning Board shall, within seven (7) days 
from receiving the applicant's proposed findings of fact, forward the proposed findings of fact 
to the Cook County Commissioners in whose district the property is located, the Cook 
County Department of Planning and Development, the Cook County Department of Building 
and Zoning, the Cook County Department of Flighways, the Cook County Forest Preserve 
District, the Cook County Department of Public Health, the Cook County Department of 
Environmental Control, to each municipality within one and one-half (l'A) miles of the 
subject property. Any interested party, upon written request to the Zoning Board of Appeals, 
may review the applicant's proposed findings of fact. County departments, municipalities and 
other interested persons shall have thirty (30) days from receiving the applicant's proposed 
findings of fact to file a written response with the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The applicant or its representative may, within fourteen (14) days of the response period, 
review and/or furnish the Zoning Board of Appeals with any reply to the written responses 
filed. 

C. Recommendations and comments of the Cook County Department of Planning and 
Development, the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning, the Cook County 
Department of Highways, the Cook County Forest Preserve District, the Cook County Health 
Department, the Cook County Department of Environmental Control and municipalities 
within one and one-half (1 1/2) miles of the subject property and local school and fire 
protection districts shall be considered and addressed in writing by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals in its findings and recommendations. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall prepare findings of fact and recommendations in accordance with this Article. 

D. Written findings of fact and recommendations to approve or deny the Application shall be 
made by the Zoning Board of Appeals within ninety (90) days after the close of a public 
hearing on a proposed amendment. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall submit its findings 
and recommendations to the Cook County Board of Commissioners. The ninety (90) day 
period may be extended for thirty (30) days if the Zoning Board of Appeals granted an 
extension pursuant to this Article. Failure of the Applicant to provide a transcript of the 
hearing within sixty (60) days following the hearing shall void the Application. 

E. Recommendation for the adoption of a proposed map amendment shall not be made by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals unless it makes written findings of fact that the proposed use 
satisfies each of the standards and is in the best interest of the public. In all cases, the 
recommendations to the Cook County Board of Commissioners are advisory only. 

13.7.10 ACTION BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

A. Final action shall not be taken on a proposed map amendment by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners until the Zoning Board of Appeals' findings of fact and recommendations 
have been received. 

B. Map amendments shall be approved by a favorable vote of three-quarters (3/4) of all 
members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners in cases where the Zoning Board of 
Appeals has not recommended adoption of a proposed map amendment or where there has 
been a written protest filed against a proposed map amendment in accordance with this 
Article. 

C. Applications for map amendments shall be deemed denied if the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners has not taken final action within sixty (60) days of receiving the Zoning 
Board of Appeals' findings and recommendations. 
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The sixty (60) day period may be extended if a request for an extension is made by the 
applicant or by a Cook County Board Commissioner and is granted by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

D. Decisions reached by the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall take into account the 
findings and recommendations of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

E. Map amendments granted by the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall be included in 
an ordinance passed by the County Board. 

13.7.11 EFFECT OF DENIAL 

An application for a map amendment which has been denied wholly or in part by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners shall not be resubmitted for a period of one (1) year from the date of the denial, except 
on grounds of new evidence or proof of changed conditions found to be valid by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners. 

13.7.12 TEXT AMENDMENTS 

The Cook County' Board of Commissioner's home rule authority to amend the text of this Ordinance shall 
not be limited by this Article. 

13.8 SPECIAL USES 

13.8.1 PURPOSE 

The development and execution of this Ordinance is based upon the division of Cook County into zoning 
districts. In addition to permitted uses, there are special uses which may be necessary because of the 
unusual characteristics or services special uses provide to the public. Special uses require case by case 
consideration to determine public need, appropriate location, impact on adjacent, existing or future uses 
and compatibility to the planned development of the community. Special uses fall into two categories. 

A. Uses publicly operated or traditionally associated with a public interest. 

B. Uses generally consistent with permitted uses which give rise to unique problems or benefits 
by virtue of their impact on neighboring property, public facilities or Cook County as a 
whole. 

13.8.2 INITIATION 

A special use may be proposed by the President or a member of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners or by any person or entity having an interest in the subject property. A special use shall 
be initiated as provided in this Article. 

13.8.3 NOTICE OF APPLICATION 

Applicants shall, not less than fifteen (15) days nor more than thirty' (30) days before filing an application, 
serve written notice, return receipt requested, to the property owners within two hundred and fifty' (250) 
feet of the lot lines of the subject property. The property owners receiving notice shall be those persons 
or entities whose names appear on the Cook County tax records. The number of feet occupied by public 
roads, streets, alleys, other public ways shall be excluded in computing the two hundred and fifty (250) 
feet requirement. Notice need not be sent to owners more than four hundred (400) feet from the subject 
property when public streets, alleys and other public ways are included in the computation. In addition, 
the applicant shall serve notice to the clerk of each municipality within one and one-half (1 1/2) miles of 
the subject property, the superintendent of each local school district, the fire chief of each local fire 
protection district, the township clerk and township highway commissioner. Notice shall contain the 
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address of the subject property, a brief statement of the nature of the application, the name and address of 
the applicant and a statement of the approximate date when the applicant intends to apply. If the property 
owner on which notice is served cannot be found, or the mailed notice is returned, the notice requirements 
of this provision shall be deemed satisfied provided the applicant made a bonafide effort to determine the 
owner's address. 

13.8.4 APPLICATION 

A. Applications shall be submitted to the Department of Building and Zoning in such form and 
accompanied by such information as required by the Department of Building and Zoning. 
The applicant shall file one (1) original and fifteen (15) copies of the application and all 
supporting documents. The applicant shall include a written statement and evidence 
establishing that the proposed special use will conform to the standards set forth in this 
Article. The applicant shall attest, and the Department of Building and Zoning shall 
independently verify, that there is no judicial proceeding for a violation of any Cook County 
Ordinance pending pertaining to the subject property. 

B. Applicants shall provide a development plan or schedule for phased development of the 
special use if the special use is not intended to be established within one (1) year. Upon 
approval, the development plan or schedule for the phased development shall be considered 
as a limitation and condition on the special use permit. 

C. Applicants shall furnish to the Department of Building and Zoning a list of names and last 
known addresses of the persons served with notice. The applicant shall also furnish a written 
statement to the Department of Building and Zoning certifying compliance with the notice 
requirements of this Ordinance. 

D. Notices, as set forth in this Article, shall be served by the Secretary of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals when the applicant is either the President or a member of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners. Notice shall be served not less than fifteen (15) days nor more than thirty 
(30) days before a scheduled public hearing. 

E. Applications which fail to comply with this Article shall be returned by the Zoning 
Administrator to the applicant. The Zoning Administrator shall retain one (1) copy of the 
application and supporting documents. 

13.8.5 DISCLOSURE 

A. Property. 

1. Applicants of property held in a land trust shall disclose the identity of each beneficiary 
of the trust including the name, address and percentage of interest of each beneficiary. 
Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

2. Applicants of property owned by a partnership or association of two or more persons 
holding a common interest shall disclose the name and address of each partner or 
associate. Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the 
application. 

3. Applicants of property owned by a corporation shall disclose the name, address and 
percentage of ownership interest of shareholders owning 3% or more of the corporation. 
Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

B. Applicant. 

1. Applicants acting as agents or nominees shall disclose their agency relationship and the 
name and address of the principals, and their interest in the subject property, shall be 
disclosed. If the principals are not individuals, the identity of the principals shall be 
disclosed as set forth below. Disclosure shall be a statement under oath and filed at the 
time of the application. 
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2. Applicants who are either the President or a member of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners shall disclose any ownership interest in the property or any direct or 
indirect interest in the property and the nature of the interest. Disclosure shall be a 
statement under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

3. Applicants who are partnerships or associations of two or more persons holding a 
common interest shall disclose the name, address and percentage of ownership interest of 
each partner or associate having more than a 5% interest. Disclosure shall be a statement 
under oath and filed at the time of the application. 

4. Applicants who are corporations shall disclose the name, address and percentage of 
ownership interest of shareholders owning 5% or more of the corporation. Disclosure 
shall be a statement under oath and fded at the time of the application. 

C. Applications which fail to comply with this Article shall be returned by the Zoning 
Administrator to the applicant. The Zoning Administrator shall retain one (I) copy of the 
application and supporting documents. 

13.8.6 PROCESSING APPLICATIONS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall forward a copy of the application, and all supporting documentation 
to the Cook County Commissioner in whose district the property is located, the Cook County Department 
of Planning and Development, the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning, the Cook County 
Department of Highways, the Cook County Forest Preserve District, the Cook County Department of 
Public Health, and the Cook County Department of Environmental Control at least thirty (30) days before 
a scheduled hearing date. Each reviewing department shall submit recommendations and comments to 
the Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals at least three (3) days before the scheduled hearing date. In 
addition, the Zoning Board of Appeals shall provide notice of the availability of the Application and 
supporting documents for inspection and copying to the superintendent of local school districts, the fire 
chiefs of local fire protection districts, the township highway commissioner, the township clerk and 
municipalities within one and one half (1 1/2) miles from the subject property . 

Each reviewing department shall examine the application and supporting documentation based upon the 
following, as well as similar criteria. 

A. Department of Planning and Development. 

1. Economic impact. 

2. Community need. 

3. Trend of development. 

4. Demographics. 

5. Property values. 

B. Department of Building and Zoning. 

1. Site plan review. 

2. Land use and permit review of properties in the vicinity of the proposed use. 

3. Lot size. 

4. Subdivision regulations. 

C. Department of Highways. 

1. Wetland mitigation and compensation. 

2. Floodway and floodplain capacity and storage. 

3. Drainage detention requirements. 

4. Roads, bridges, culverts, driveways, sidewalks, ingress and egress and access control. 

5. Subdivision regulations. 

6. Drainage, utilities and road easements and dedications. 

7. Criteria from other regulatory agencies such as the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District, Illinois Department of Transportation, Illinois Department of Natural Resources, 
United States Army Corps of Engineers, local fire protection agencies and townships. 
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8. Erosion and sediment control requirements. 

D. Forest Preserve District. 

1. Compatibility of the proposed use with Forest Preserve holdings. 

2. Impact on value of Forest Preserve holdings. 

3. Future Forest Preserve acquisitions. 

E. Department of Public Health. 

1. Lot sizes for private septic systems and wells. 

2. Subdivision regulations. 

3. Swimming pools. 

4. Public or community well and septic or sewage systems. 

5. Health and Safety concerns 

F. Department of Environmental Control. 

1. Noise and odor regulations. 

2. Soil geology and composition. 

3. Wetland mitigation and compensation. 

4. Discharges of effluent and particulate into the air, land and water. 

5. Criteria from other regulatory agencies such as the Metropolitan Water Reclamation 
District, Illinois Environmental Protection Agency, Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources, United States Army Corps of Engineers and United States Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

The County department's recommendations and comments shall be available to the applicant or its 
representative, upon request, for review and/or reproduction prior to the hearing date. 

13.8.7 NOTICE OF PUBLIC HEARING 

A. Time and place of a public hearing shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation in 
Cook County not less than fifteen (15) days before the hearing. In addition, at least fifteen 
(15) days before the hearing, notice of the hearing shall be posted on the property for which a 
special use application has been filed in such a way as to be plainly visible from the roadway 
or right-of-way passing the frontage of the property. Notice posted on the property shall be 
maintained until the date of hearing on a weatherproof sign that is at least three (3) feet by 
four (4) feet in size. The sign shall have a white background and contain the word 
"NOTICE" in red capital letters at least six (6) inches high. The remaining lettering shall be 
in black capital letters a minimum of three (3) inches in height. Notice shall contain at least 
the following language: "This property is the subject of a special use hearing before the Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals on (date) at (time) at (location)." 

B. Written notice shall be served by regular mail and also by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, at least fifteen (15) days before the hearing to the Clerk of each municipality 
within one and one-half (114) miles of the property for which the special use application has 
been filed. Notice shall also be sent, in the same manner, to the clerk of the township in 
which the property is located and to the superintendent of each school district and the fire 
chief of the local fire protection district in which the property is located. The notices shall 
contain the same information as the posted notice and shall also contain the legal description 
of the property, the common address of the property, the name of the applicant, the applicant's 
representative and a brief description of the requested special use. In addition, notice of all 
hearings shall be sent to each civic or property owners' organization requesting notice of 
hearings on special uses. Failure to notify a civic or property owners' organization, however, 
shall not invalidate the hearing. Supplemental or additional notices shall be published or 
distributed as prescribed by Zoning Board of Appeals' rules. All required notices shall be 
provided at the expense of the applicant. 
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C. Applicants shall be responsible for the preparation of both posted and mailed notices and 
shall be solely responsible for adequacy and accuracy of the information. The applicant shall 
also be responsible for placing and maintaining posted notice and for mailing and maintaining 
records of written notices. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals shall be responsible 
for assuring that notice by newspaper publication, at the expense of the applicant, is given. 

D. Copies of an application shall be served in person or by certified mail on the owners of record 
within ten (10) days after the application is filed when the applicant is the President or a 
member of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. Where the application is filed by a 
person having an interest in the subject property, a notice and copy of the application shall be 
served in like manner upon all other persons or entities having an interest in the property. 
Notice and service requirements shall be in addition to posting and publishing requirements 
of this Article. 

13.8.8 HEARING 

The Zoning Board of Appeals shall hold at least one (1) public hearing for a special use in the township in 
which the property is located. An authorized representative of any county department that provided 
comment on the application shall testify at the hearing if requested by the Zoning Board of Appeals. A 
record of proceedings shall be preserved in the manner prescribed by Zoning Board of Appeals' rules. 

If there is a judicial proceeding for a violation of any Cook County Ordinance involving the subject 
property, the applicant shall not be entitled to seek, nor shall the Zoning Board of Appeals grant, a 
continuance. 

13.8.9 STANDARDS AND FINDINGS OF FACT AND RECOMMENDATION OF THE 
ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 

A. Special uses shall not be recommended by the Zoning Board of Appeals unless it makes 
written findings of fact consistent with the following standards. 

1. Establishment, maintenance or operation of the special use will not be detrimental to or 
endanger public health, safety or general welfare. 

2. Establishment, maintenance or operation of the special use will not be injurious to the use 
and enjoyment of other property in the immediate vicinity for the uses already permitted, 
nor diminish and impair property values within the neighborhood. 

3. Establishment, maintenance or operation of the special use will not impede the normal 
and orderly development and improvement of surrounding property for permitted uses. 

4. Adequate utilities, access roads, drainage and other necessary facilities have been or are 
being provided. 

5. Adequate measures have been, or will be, taken to provide ingress and egress designed to 
minimize traffic congestion in public streets. 

6. Establishment, maintenance or operation of the special use shall in all other respects 
conform to all Cook County Ordinances, unless otherwise authorized by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners pursuant to the recommendation of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

B. Applicants shall submit one (1) original and fifteen (15) copies of proposed findings of fact 
documenting how the proposed special use meets the standards, to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals within thirty (30) days of the public hearing. The applicant may seek, and the 
Zoning Board of Appeals may grant for good cause shown, one (1) thirty (30) day extension 
of time for the applicant to submit findings of fact. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall, 
within seven (7) days of receiving the applicant's proposed findings of fact, forward the 
proposed findings of fact to the Cook County Commissioner in whose district the property is 
located, the Cook County Department of Planning and Development, the Cook County 
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Department of Building and Zoning, the Cook County Department of Highways, the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District, the Cook County Health Department, the Cook County 
Department of Environmental Control to each municipality within one and one-half (1 1/2) 
miles of the subject property and local school and fire protection districts. Any interested 
party, upon written request to the Zoning Board of Appeals, may review the applicant's 
proposed findings of fact. County departments, municipalities and other interested persons 
shall have thirty (30) days from receiving the applicant's proposed findings of fact to file a 
written response with the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The Applicant or its representative may, within fourteen (14) days of the response period, 
review and/or furnish the Zoning Board of Appeals with any reply to the written response 
filed. 

C. Recommendations and comments of the Cook County Department of Planning and 
Development, the Cook County Department of Building and Zoning, the Cook County 
Department of Highways, the Cook County Forest Preserve District, the Cook County Health 
Department, the Cook County Department of Environmental Control, and municipalities 
within one and one-half (1 1/2) miles of the subject property and local school and fire 
protection districts shall be considered and addressed in writing by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals in its findings and recommendations. The Secretary of the Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall forward findings of fact and recommendations in accordance with this Article. 

D. Written findings of fact and recommendations to approve or deny the Application shall be 
made by the Zoning Board of Appeals within ninety (90) days after the close of a public 
hearing on a proposed special use. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall submit its findings 
and recommendations to the Cook County Board of Commissioners. The ninety (90) day 
period may be extended for thirty (30) days if the Zoning Board of Appeals granted an 
extension pursuant to this Article. 

E. Recommendation for the adoption of a proposed special use shall not be made by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals unless it makes written findings of fact that the proposed use satisfies each 
of the standards and is in the best interest of the public. In all cases, the recommendations to 
the Cook County Board of Commissioners are advisory only. 

13.8.10 CONDITIONS AND GUARANTEES 

The Zoning Board of Appeals may recommend, and the Cook Count}' Board of Commissioners may 
impose, conditions and restrictions upon a special use to assure compliance with standards and 
requirements of this Ordinance. The Cook County Board of Commissioners may require evidence and 
guarantees to ensure that the applicant complies with the conditions and restrictions of the special use. 
Failure of the applicant to comply with such conditions or restrictions shall constitute a violation of this 
Ordinance. 

13.8.11 ACTION BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

A. Final action shall not be taken on a proposed special use by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners until the Zoning Board of Appeals' findings of fact and recommendations 
have been received. 

B. Special uses shall be approved by a favorable vote of three-quarters (3/4) of all members 
of the Cook County Board of Commissioners in cases where the Zoning Board of 
Appeals has not recommended adoption of a proposed special use or where there has been 
a written protest filed against a proposed special use in accordance with this Article. 
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C. Applications for special uses shall be deemed denied if the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners has not taken final action within sixty (60) days of receiving the Zoning 
Board of Appeals' findings and recommendations. The sixty (60) day period may be 
extended if a request for an extension is made by the applicant or by a Cook County 
Board Commissioner and is granted by the Board of Commissioners. 

D. Decisions reached by the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall take into account 
the findings and recommendations of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

E. Special uses granted by the Cook County Board of Commissioners shall be included in an 
ordinance passed by the County Board. 

13.8.12 PLANNED UNIT DEVELOPMENTS 

A planned unit development shall conform to the requirements in Article 9. 

13.8.13 EFFECT OF DENIAL 

Applications for special uses which have been denied wholly or in part by the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners shall not be resubmitted for a period of one (1) year from the date of the denial, except on 
the grounds of new evidence or proof of changed conditions found to be valid by the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners. 

13.8.14 REVOCATION 

A special use which has been approved but not established on a zoning lot within one (1) year or as 
otherwise provided by the special use permit shall be null and void. A special use is established on the 
date of issuance of a building permit. The Zoning Board of Appeals shall not have authority to extend the 
time limitation contained in a special use permit. If a special use is revoked by operation of this 
provision, and if the special use was granted in conjunction with a map amendment, the map amendment 
shall be revoked concurrently with revocation of the special use. Upon revocation, zoning of the subject 
property shall revert to the prior zoning classification unless otherwise authorized by the Cook County 
Board of Commissioners. 

13.9 FEES 

An application for a map amendment, special use or variation shall be accompanied by a fee established 
by resolution of the Cook County Board of Commissioners. All fees shall be collected by the Department 
of Building and Zoning for deposit w ith the Cook County Treasurer. 

13.10 PENALTIES 

A person, firm or corporation, or their agents, employees or contractors, who violate, disobey or refuse to 
comply with, or resist enforcement of any provision of this Ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not 
more than two hundred dollars ($200) for each offense. Each day a violation continues to exist shall 
constitute a separate offense and a separate fine. 

13.11 INJUNCTIVE RELIEF 

The Department of Building and Zoning shall determine what properties, buildings, uses or structures fail 
to comply with provisions of this Ordinance. The Department of Building and Zoning shall give due 
notice of existing violations to owners, their agents, lessees, assigns or contractors. Failure to bring 
violations into compliance with this Ordinance shall result in the Department of Building and Zoning 
using any enforcement authority available to it including referring the violation to the Cook County 
State's Attorney. The Cook County State's Attorney may file legal action in any court of competent 
jurisdiction seeking an injunction to require compliance or for such other relief as the State's Attorney 
deems appropriate. 
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13.12 DISCLOSURE OF BENEFICIARIES OF A TRUST 

The liabilities imposed by this Ordinance shall attach to a trustee under a land trust unless the trustee 
discloses, in writing, the name and the last known address of each person holding a beneficial interest in 
the trust. 

13.13 PROTESTS BY MUNICIPALITIES OR PROPERTY OWNERS 

The following persons and entities may file written protests pertaining to map amendments and special 
uses (including planned unit developments and unique uses) and shall have the right to present their 
comments at a public hearing. 

A. Owners of twenty (20) percent of any property immediately adjoining the subject property. 

B. Owners of twenty (20) percent of any property whose land has frontage across an alley or 
street from the subject property. 

C. City Council or Board of Trustee members of a municipality within one and one half (1 1/2) 
miles of the property. Protests shall be made by resolution or ordinance. 

13.13.1 RULES FOR WRITTEN PROTEST 

A. Protesting parties must file a written protest with the Secretary of the Zoning Board of 
Appeals not earlier than seven (7) days and not later than thirty (30) days after the last 
public hearing. If the 30th day falls on a weekend or a holiday observed by Cook County, 
the 30th day shall be considered the next weekday. 

B. Protesting parties shall indicate in their written protest that they have considered the 
application, supporting documents and the evidence presented at the hearing. 

C. Protesting parties must circulate their protest to the applicant or the applicant's attorney of 
record. 

D. Protesting parties, or their authorized representative, shall give oral testimony, under oath, 
if requested by the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

E. Protesting parties must address one or more of the standards upon which the Zoning Board 
of Appeals is required to base its findings as set forth in this Ordinance. 

F. Validity of protest shall be determined by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

13.14 ADULT REGULATED USES 

13.15 REGULATED USES 

The Supreme Court of the State of Illinois has determined that the purpose of Adult Regulatory 
Ordinances serves a valid governmental interest. In the development and execution of this Ordinance, it 
is recognized that there are some uses which, because of their very nature, cause negative secondary 
effects which have a deleterious effect upon adjacent residential and commercial areas where nurseries, 
schools, nursing homes, churches and similar uses are located. Zoning and special regulations of adult 
uses are necessary to ensure that adverse effects will not blight, down-grade or discourage normal 
development of surrounding neighborhoods. To prevent adult uses from having an adverse effect upon 
residential and commercial areas, adult uses are permitted only in 1-2, 1-3 and 1-4 industrial zoning 
districts. Adult uses consist of the following. 

A. Adult booths. 

B. Adult entertainment cabarets. 

C. Adult motion and mini-motion picture theaters. 

D. Adult stores. 

E. Massage parlors. 

F. Massage schools. 
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13.14.2 SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

A. Provisions of this Ordinance pertaining to adult uses shall not be construed to permit any 
use or activity that is prohibited by law. 

B. Requirements shall apply to adult booths as set forth below. 

1. Booths shall be visible from a well-illuminated continuous main aisle. 

2. Booths shall not be obscured by any curtain, door or other enclosure. 

3. Booths shall have all side and rear walls without holes or openings. 

4. Booths shall not be occupied by more than one patron or person at the same time. 

5. Booths shall be illuminated by an incandescent light no less than 25 watts.

A. Final action shall not be taken by the Cook County Board of Commissioners on an 
application for a variation in e xc e ss of t e n (10) p e rc e nt until the Zoning Board of Appeals' 
findings of fact and recommendations have been received. 

B. Variations in excess of ten (10) percent shall be passed by a favorable vote of three-quarters 
(3/4) of all Members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners in cases where the Zoning 
Board of Appeals has not recommended the variation. 

C. Applications for variations i n e xc ess of t e n (10) p e rc e nt shall be deemed denied if the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners has not taken final action w ithin sixty (60) days of receiving 
the Zoning Board of Appeals' findings and recommendations. The sixty (60) day period may 
be extended if a request for an extension is made by the applicant or by a Cook County Board 
Commissioner. 

D. The Cook County Board of Commissioners may impose conditions and restrictions upon a 
variation in e xc e s s of t e n (10) p e rc e nt in order to assure that the public health, safety and 
welfare is adequately protected. 

Commissioner Goslin, seconded by Commissioner Sutker, moved approval of the above

ORDINANCE 

WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY, AS AMENDED (01-0-32) 

ARTICLE 1 

WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATION FACILITIES 


1.0 PURPOSE 

Provisions of this Ordinance are intended to address public safety concerns, promote aesthetic 
values and provide appropriate locations for wireless telecommunication facilities. This 
Ordinance establishes minimum standards for the location, installation, height and landscaping of 
wireless telecommunication facilities and encourages co-location of multiple service providers. 

LI PERMITS FOR WIRELESS TELECOMMUNICATION FACILITIES 

1.1.1 PERMIT REQUIREMENTS 

A permit issued by the Department of Building and Zoning is required for all wireless 
telecommunications facilities and related accessory structures. No new or existing wireless 
telecommunications facility or accessory structure shall be erected, altered or relocated with out 
first obtaining a permit. 

1.1.2 PERMIT APPLICATION PROCEDURES 

A. Applications for wireless telecommunication facility permits shall be made to the Department 
of Building and Zoning on forms furnished by the Department. All applications shall be 
accompanied by a fee as established by the Cook County Board of Commissioners. 

B. Applications shall include information required to assure compliance with regulations for 
wireless telecommunication facilities and with all other applicable ordinances and regulations 
of the Cook County. 

C. Applicants shall provide a bond, in a form acceptable to the Department of Building and 
Zoning, to insure that wireless telecommunication facilities will be constructed, maintained 
and removed in accordance with this Ordinance. 

D. Applicants shall submit an agreement to remove all facilities, structures and driveways if the 
facility becomes technologically obsolete or ceases to perform its original function for six (6) 
or more consecutive months. Upon removal, the applicant shall restore the site to its original 
condition and seed all exposed soil. 

E. Wireless telecommunication facility permits shall be issued by the Commissioner of Building 
and Zoning if the facility complies with the provisions of this Ordinance and with all other 
applicable ordinances and regulations of Cook County. Any permit may be revoked at any 
time by the Department of Building and Zoning upon a finding that a wireless 
telecommunication facility violates any provision of this Ordinance, of any other applicable 
Cook County Ordinance or when a permit holder has made false representations in securing a 
wireless telecommunication facility permit. 

1.1.3 GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facility is defined in Article 14 of the Cook County Zoning 
Ordinance of 2001 under "telecommunications carrier wireless communication transmitting 
and receiving facility". The terms "structure" and "building" as used in this Ordinance are 
defined in Article 14 of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance of 2001. 
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B. Co-location of a new wireless telecommunication facility on an existing rooftop or other 
existing structure shall not exceed fifteen (15) feet above the highest point of the existing 
structure. 

C. New wireless telecommunication facilities are permitted when co-located on an existing 
tower or structure, which is wholly concealed within an existing structure which is or 
replacing an existing tower or structure. 

D. New wireless telecommunication facilities must be designed and intended for co-location of 
at least five (5) telecommunications service providers and must be located at least one-half 
(1/2) mile away from any existing wireless telecommunication facility. 

E. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall not be installed on a building less than forty 
(40) feet in height when located in a residential district. 

F. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall be set back from the nearest residential lot 
line a minimum distance equal to the height of the new' wireless telecommunication facility. 

G. New wireless telecommunication facilities, excluding the lightning rod, shall not exceed one 
hundred twenty (120) feet in height above curb level when located in a residence or 
commercial zoning district unless a variation is granted. 

H. New wireless telecommunication facilities, excluding the lightning rod, shall not exceed one 
hundred fifty (150) feet in height above curb level when located in an industrial or public 
zoning district unless a variation is granted. 

1. New wireless telecommunication facilities shall meet or exceed the structural standards 
for steel antenna towers and supporting structures contained in the current “Electronic 
Industries Association/Telecommunications Industries Association 222 Revision 
Standards". 

I. New wireless telecommunication facilities proposed for forest preserve property and/or 
public zoning districts must be located on a portion of the site improved and used for on-site 
maintenance. 

1.2 PERMITTED FACILITIES 

A wireless telecommunication facility is permitted in the following districts. 

1.2.1 PERMITTED FACILITIES - RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted in single¬ 
family residence zoning districts and the residential transition zoning district only where the 
principal use is institutional or forest preserve, subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

B. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted in the 
general residence zoning districts subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

1.2.2 PERMITTED FACILITIES - COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL AND PUBLIC DISTRICTS 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures are permitted in 
commercial, industrial and public zoning districts subject to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

1.3 SPECIAL PROVISIONS 

The following special provisions apply to wireless telecommunication facilities. 

A. Wireless telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures may be located on 
zoning lots utilized for another use or improved with other structures or on zoning lots 
where no principal use or structure exists. 

B. Minimum lot area, lot width and floor area ratio regulations are inapplicable to wireless 
telecommunication facilities and related accessory structures. 

C. One off-street parking space shall be provided on site for each full-time employee based 
upon the maximum number of employees per shift. 
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D. Ground, roof and pole mounted antennas shall be screened by fencing, buildings or 
parapets that appear to be an integral part of the building or landscaping so that no more 
than twenty-five (25) percent of the combined tower structure and antenna height is 
visible from grade level of adjoining single-family zoned property. 

E. Wireless telecommunication facility locations which abut a street, single-family residence 
district or areas with public access, such as forest preserves, shall contain a landscape 
buffer along the property line consisting of at least one row of coniferous shrubs spaced 
not more than three (3) feet on center. Plant materials shall be of a variety that will grow 
to at least five (5) feet in height within two (2) years. 

F. Applicants shall preserve existing vegetation on a proposed wireless telecommunication 
facility site to the greatest extent possible and shall not remove any trees exceeding four 
(4) inches in diameter either prior or subsequent to the issuance of a permit. Applicants 
shall submit a landscaping plan to the Department of Building and Zoning for the removal 
of trees exceeding four (4) inches in diameter. 

G. Wireless telecommunication facilities shall be either a galvanized finish or painted gray 
above the surrounding treeline and painted green, black or similar color below the 
existing or landscaped treeline to blend into the natural surroundings. 

H. Wireless telecommunication facilities, including anchor posts and supporting wires, and 
all necessary structures, shall be completely surrounded by fencing at least six (6) feet in 
height. The fence shall contain a locked gate at the junction of the access way and a 
public thoroughfare. 

1.4 CONDITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS 

The Zoning Board of Appeals may impos e or, in ca ses of variation s - i n e xc e ss of t e n (H4) - p e r - e -& nt, 
recommend to the Board of Commissioners such conditions and restrictions upon the premises 
benefited by a variation as may be necessary to reduce or minimize the effect of the variation 
upon other properties in the neighborhood and to better carry out the general intent of this 
Ordinance. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-24, 07-09-02.) 

1.5 ACTION BY THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

A. Final action shall not be taken by the Cook County Board of Commissioners on an 
application for a variation in e xc e ss of t e n (10) p e rc e nt until the Zoning Board of Appeals' 
findings of fact and recommendations have been received. 

B. Variations in excess of ten (10) percent shall be passed by a favorable vote of three quarters 
(3/4) of all Members of the Cook County Board of Commissioners in cases where the Zoning 
Board of Appeals has not recommended the variation. 

C. Applications for variations in e xc e s s of t e n (10) p e rc e nt shall be deemed denied if the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners has not taken final action within sixty (60) days of receiving 
the Zoning Board of Appeals' findings and recommendations. The sixty (60) day period may 
be extended if a request for an extension is made by the applicant or by a Cook County Board 
Commissioner. 

D. The Cook County Board of Commissioners may impose conditions and restrictions upon a 
variation in e xc ess of t e n (10) p e rc e nt in order to assure that the public health, safety and 
welfare is adequately protected. (Amend. Ord. 02-0-24, 07-09-02.) 

1.6 ENFORCEMENT OF ORDINANCE 

The Commissioner of Building and Zoning is responsible for enforcement of this Ordinance. A 
person, firm or corporation, and their agents, employees or contractors who violate, disobey or 
refuse to comply with any provision of this Ordinance shall be subject to fines, penalties and 
injunctive relief as provided in Article 13 of the Cook County Zoning Ordinance of 2001.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FINANCE 


June 25, 2002

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Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Finance of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice on 
Tuesday, June 25, 2002 at the hour of 10:00 A.M. in the Board Room. Room 569, County Building, 118 
North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Sandra K. Williams, Secretary to the Board of Commissioners, announced an amended request for the 
Department of Building and Zoning was distributed to the Commissioners earlier. 

Chairman Daley noted that he has submitted questions to the Secretary to be entered into the record as 
well as a memorandum from last February which, at the direction of the President, outlined new transfer 
of fund provisions. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

President Stroger noted that stricter controls are needed with regard to transfers into overtime accounts. 
He suggested that management provide closer oversight. 

Chairman Daley asked for leave of the body to have Mr. Glaser give an overview of the 2nd quarter 
revenue report. (The referenced documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

Mr. Glaser noted the previously distributed revenue report provides a snapshot summary, and is subject to 
change on a month-to-month basis. By comparing the revenue report from the end of February to today, 
you can see that the revenues do not come in with regularity. Based on our current revenue streams, we 
do not see significant growth in overall revenues in the near future. We continue to believe that a 
conservative approach to forecasting our revenues is appropriate, given the prospect of future terrorist 
attacks, the uncertainty of the sustainability of the current economic recovery, and a crisis of confidence 
in corporate America. All of these, coupled with escalating labor and health costs, will continue to 
present budget challenges in the near term. 

Mr. Glaser further commented that, as of the end of May, or six months into the fiscal year, our revenues 
are on target with the original forecast. Total revenues in the operating funds are approximately $24 
million ahead of expectations. To highlight some reasons for that: the Recorder of Deeds is $9.2 million 
ahead of forecasts, primarily due to numerous refinancings and home sales. We are uncertain as to 
whether this trend is sustainable through the remainder of this year as home sales are declining and the 
opportunity to refinance home mortgages is declining. Also, the Board of Governors of the Federal 
Reserve Board may raise interest rates later this year, which would reduce fee revenue in the Recorder's 
Office. Penalties collected by the Treasurer’s Office are up $10.7 million as a result of the tax sale that 
ended in April and the fact that the slowing economy has caused many homeowners to pay their property 
taxes late. Sales tax collections continue to be strong as consumer spending in electronics remains sound. 
Finally, our parking fees are up despite rising gas costs and area road construction projects. People are 
still choosing the convenience of driving. 

Commissioner Goslin asked what might happen to cause the County to fall behind revenue forecasts at 
the end of the year. 

Mr. Glaser replied this is unlikely to occur, but a significant rise in interest rates could have a negative 
impact on revenues. 

Commissioner Lechowicz observed that interest rates are at historic lows, and asked what impact this has 
on invested funds, and the assets managed by the Cook Count}' Pension Board. 
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Mr. Glaser replied that other offices that maintain interest bearing accounts would be subject to lower 
interest rates. 

John Chambers, County Comptroller, replied that while most state pension funds have had negative 
returns, the County' has had a positive return, albeit under 1%. The reason for this success is that the 
County was not heavily indexed. 

Commissioner Lechowicz remarked that this is very positive. The Commissioner asked what is involved 
in Supportive Services where there is a slight loss. He is also concerned about patient fees, where there is 
a sizable loss. 

Mr. Glaser responded that both of those depend on timing. For example, at the end of February the 
County was about $20 million behind projections on patient fees, but that gap has since narrowed. 

Commissioner Lechowicz asked for an explanation of the $2.7 million adjustment on the cigarette tax. 

Mr. Glaser responded that the recent increase in Illinois’ cigarette tax may impact cigarette sales 
statewide, as well as in Cook County. 

Commissioner Lechowicz inquired what the Cook County Department of Revenue is doing to enforce tax 
requirements at the wholesale and machine level of cigarette sales. 

John Leonard, Manager of Collections & Compliance for the Cook County Department of Revenue, 
responded that the Office refers complaints to the Sheriffs Office regarding retailers selling cigarettes 
without stamps, and the Department of Revenue audits the wholesalers. 

Commissioner Sutker inquired with regard to the County use tax on automobiles. He asked how the 
County is doing in collecting taxes from purchases outside of Cook County within the State of Illinois? 

Mr. Leonard responded that collection is going very well. He stated any resident of Cook County' who 
purchases a vehicle outside of the County is subject to a strict collection process. 

Commissioner Sutker asked how the County' is doing with respect to receiving revenue from this source? 

Mr. Leonard replied that the County is doing very' well, and further stated approximately $5 million of the 
$52 million budgeted for the use tax is obtained from people who purchase vehicles outside of Cook 
County. 

Commissioner Sutker asked whether the County has reciprocal arrangements with other counties 
regarding this tax? 

Mr. Leonard replied that there are arrangements with some dealerships located outside of Cook County on 
a voluntary basis, but noted the tax is mainly enforced by the Secretary of State. 

Commissioner Steele asked the Chief Financial Officer if declining cigarette consumption is causing the 
decline in cigarette tax revenue. 

Mr. Glaser replied that the decline in cigarette tax revenue comes from a decline in cigarette sales. 

Commissioner Steele asked if the figures provided for the Sheriffs Office in the 2nd quarter revenue 
report have to do with jail operations. 
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Mr, Glaser responded that the figures are not related to operations but rather to court orders that the 
Sheriff collects. 

Commissioner Quigley asked whether the Bureau of Finance has broken down the most recent State 
budget cuts in terms of their impact on Cook County and intergovernmental fees and revenues the County 
would be receiving from the State? 

Mr. Glaser responded that Tim Casey, Legislative Liaison of Intergovernmental Affairs, has prepared a 
report on this point. 

Mr. Casey responded that the State cuts did not have a significant impact on Cook County. To cite one 
example, the funds requested for the Juvenile Temporary Detention Centers Facility were approved. 

Commissioner Quigley asked whether he could have an estimate of the reduction in funds from the State 
for programs. 

Mr. Casey responded that there would be an increase in funds in Medicaid because the County 
renegotiated the intergovernmental transfer. The overall projection would be a slight increase. 

Commissioner Quigley asked whether there are specific funding cuts outside of Medicaid? 

Mr. Casey remarked that he is unaware of other specific cuts, but that he could get Commissioner Quigley 
a copy of the report. 

Chairman Daley asked Mr. Casey to provide a copy of the report to all commissioners. (The referenced 
documents are on file in the Office of the County Clerk.) 

President Stroger noted that the County requested and received $7.5 million for the Juvenile Temporary 
Detention Center, and funding was also approved for the continuing transition of appellate cases from the 
County to the State. The intergovernmental transfer agreement was negotiated separately between the 
County, State and Federal Governments. 

Commissioner Lechowicz remarked that the County’s lobbyists did an outstanding job, and the 
President’s efforts and leadership had a positive impact. 

President Stroger remarked that the County must improve its lobbying efforts and that the lobbyists 
should take a proactive stance on legislation of interest to Cook County. 

Chairman Daley noted that the lobbyists for the Board must work closely with lobbyists for the other 
countywide elected officials, because they often support bills that have a fiscal impact on Cook County, 
and the Board is then asked to pay the cost if the bill becomes law. 

Commissioner Quigley remarked that at the end of the first quarter, the commissioners discussed how 
high the departments were in overtime usage. The commissioner noted that transfers from the 110 
Account (Salaries and Wages of Regular Employees) into the 120 Accounts (Overtime Compensation) are 
prevalent. He commended the Chairman and President for requiring detailed explanations. The County 
has reduced the percentage of total transfers, but the overtime issue remains. The commissioner asked 
whether rules could be established for the use of overtime? He concluded by saying that sometimes it is 
more cost effective to hire additional people. 
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Grace Colbert, Director of Budget and Management Services, responded that this is a responsibility of 
management for every elected official, department head or bureau chief. Ms. Colbert noted there are a lot 
of 24/7 operations within the County. 

Commissioner Quigley responded that before the next budget is prepared, the Bureau of Finance should 
begin to analyze whether trends reflect critical 24/7 needs, and should determine how to budget more 
appropriately to avoid overtime. 

Chairman Daley stated that committee members were previously asked to provide suggestions or 
recommendations prior to the transfer meeting, and four suggestions were received. 

President Stroger noted that overtime was common in the health care field. He said it is hard to fill 
nursing and therapist positions. These professionals have formed organizations and are typically not 
employed directly by the hospital. This is a challenge faced by the entire health care field. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what specific type(s) of penalties comprise the $10.6 million for the first six 
months from the County Treasurer’s Office? 

Mr. Glaser responded approximately $6 million is from the tax sale. 

Commissioner Hansen asked why this is so much different from last year? 

Daniel Degnan, Chief Financial Officer for the Treasurer’s Office, responded that the scavenger sale, 
which is held every two years, took place last December. Revenue was received from that, as well as 
from delinquency penalties. 

Commissioner Hansen asked for a breakdown of all sources of the additional $10 million. 

Commissioner Silvestri commended the Treasurer’s Office for its outreach/information services. 
Commissioner Silvestri asked what percentage of the penalties are attributable to mortgage companies 
and other lenders who fail to pay on time? 

Mr. Degnan responded that he would have to provide that information later. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked whether the Treasurer’s Office has tracked the number of citizen 
complaints regarding fees that were incorrectly charged to citizens. 

Mr. Degnan responded that they receive a number of inquiries and in the event that a fee is incorrectly 
charged, they work with the taxpayer, and the bank or mortgage company to resolve the problem. 

Commissioner Silvestri remarked that taxpayers should be protected against pay ing such fees. He also 
commented on the number of lenders who paid on the wrong Property Index Number (PIN). He asked 
Mr. Degnan to provide a breakdown on how much of the fund reflects penalties assessed against bankers 
and mortgage companies and how much of the fund reflects penalties assessed against taxpayers. 

Mr. Degnan replied that he did not have that breakdown but that the Treasurer’s Office would study this 
issue. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that the transfers requested have not been this low since 1998. That is a 
good record of control. The Administration deserves credit for keeping the transfers as low as they have 
been, which is at 1.18% of the total budget. 
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Commissioner Hansen stated that there was a study on importing cigarettes from outside the State of 
Illinois at least 7 or 8 years ago, and asked whether that study has been updated, and whether the County 
can relate that to the noteworthy decline in cigarette taxes of $2.7 million in just six months. 

Mr. Glaser stated that he expects to update the study in anticipation of next year’s budget. 

Commissioner Hansen commented that a tax that generates less revenue poses a problem. The 
commissioner asked if Cook County has any contacts with the State of Illinois and State of Indiana 
regarding cigarette purchasing? 

Mr. Glaser responded that he is unaware of any contacts with either state. 

Commissioner Hansen suggested that the Bureau of Finance look at that activity in any study that is done. 

Commissioner Moreno commended Chairman Daley and his leadership, and Mr. Glaser for his economic 
forecasting. In the Statement of Appropriations book, several departments, including the Sheriffs 
Women’s Justice Services, Cermak Health Services and the Special Purpose Appropriation have exceeded 
50% of their appropriation only six months into the year. He asked if that level of spending can be 
sustained through the end of the year? 

Mr. Glaser responded that the Bureau of Finance has not gone through some of the variances in detail but 
that he could get back to Commissioner Moreno. 

The Committee considered requests from various departments to transfer appropriations between 
budgetary accounts. Chairman Daley proceeded to the requests for transfers of funds under $10,000. 
They are as follows:

Commissioner Silvestri referred to the transfers into Account 130 - Salaries and Wages of Extra 
Employees, and Account 120 - Overtime Compensation. Fie asked for clarification. 

Turee Olsen. Associate Clerk for Financial Planning for the Clerk of the Circuit Court’s Office responded 
extra employees are used in a variety of ways. For example, late afternoon and evening shifts may work 4 
to 5 hours per day to ensure same-day data entiy and same-day filing in the Domestic Relations, Civil, 
and Law Divisions. Extra employees are also used in the five suburban Districts to keep the office 
current. 


Commissioner Silvestri asked what is the justification for using extra employees and incurring overtime 
costs? 
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Ms. Olsen replied $30 thousand of the increased overtime is for cleanup operations at the Skokie 
courthouse, which was unanticipated. Ms. Olsen stated a section of the basement at the courthouse was 
used to inappropriately store records over a period of many years. 

Chairman Daley asked William Huffman, Director of Facilities Management to provide the members with 
more information regarding this issue. 

Mr. Huffman explained the Skokie Fire Marshall cited the County because the Clerk’s office was storing 
documents and records in the fire exits and corridors. The Department of Facilities Management served 
notice on the Clerk that they had to move these records. Because these records are under the jurisdiction 
of the Clerk they cannot be moved by anyone but Clerk's personnel. Mr. Huffman stated his department 
has been working with the Clerk’s office to clean up the area. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if anything is being done to prevent those dangerous conditions from being 
created again. 

Mr. Huffman replied his department is responsible for ensuring the building is safe. He has made space 
available at other facilities so the Clerk could relocate those records. 

In response to Commissioner Silvestri’s question as to whether inspections of other Courthouses has been 
completed, Mr. Huffman responded yes. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if there were records stored at 23rd and Rockwell. He also inquired if the 
records, which were in the basement of the Skokie Courthouse, were from places other than the 2nd 
District? 

Mr. Huffman stated the Clerk’s records are stored on three floors at 23rd and Rockwell, and records from 
other suburban districts were found at the Skokie Courthouse. The volume of records is so large, vacant 
space at Oak Forest Hospital is being utilized to temporarily store these records. The Uniform Records 
Act stipulates how long you keep certain documents. Mr. Huffman indicated the Bureau of 
Administration recently did a study on record storage and is finalizing their findings. 

For clarification, Chairman Daley asked Ms. Olsen if they know where all of the records are located? 

Ms. Olsen responded that her office does know where the records are. They are located in every Court 
facility, including the Daley Center on every floor. 

Commissioner Silvestri questioned why there is a need to transfer an additional $273,200 into Account 
441 - Maintenance and Repair of Data Processing Equipment? 

Ms. Olsen replied the equipment is old, and is in the process of being replaced. The two smaller 
maintenance contracts for the micrographic equipment came in more than fifty percent over last year. 
The largest contract is out to bid right now. Ms. Olsen stated the 2002 budget reflected an approximate 
ten percent increase over last year, in anticipation of an increase in maintenance.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 10: 

THE CONTRACTING AND PURCHASING ORDINANCE OF COOK COUNTY 

The Cook County Contracting and Purchasing Ordinance is amended as follows: 

Add the following language to Section 10-7.2: 

No contract or sub-contract for auditing services for Cook County or any agency of Cook 
County may be awarded to any firm or subsidiary also providing consulting services for Cook 
County or any agency of Cook County.

PROPOSED SUBSTITUTE ORDINANCE FOR COMMUNICATION #251021 

AN ORDINANCE TO PROMOTE INDEPENDENCE AND 
INTEGRITY IN AUDITING AND CONSULTING SERVICES 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook, a body politic and corporate of the State of Illinois (the “County’’) from 
time to time enters into contracts to obtain auditing and consulting services; and 

WHEREAS, the County wants to avoid any potential conflicts of interest and promote independence and 
integrity in retaining auditing and consulting services; and 

WHEREAS, the County has determined that it is in the best interests of the County to preclude any person 
or business from providing both auditing and consulting services to the County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF COOK 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS AS FOLLOWS: 

1. Chapter 10 Contracting and Purchasing Ordinance of the Cook County Ordinances is hereby 
amended by the addition of the following new Section 10-6.2: 

“Consulting and Auditing Services” 

10-6.2. The County will not enter into any contract for Auditing Services, nor shall it consent to a 
subcontract for such Auditing Services, with any Party, if such Party', or any Affiliate of such Party, 
has a contract or subcontract for Consulting Services for or with the County. Additionally, the 
County will not enter into any contract for Consulting Services, nor shall it consent to a subcontract 
for such Consulting Services, with any Party, if such Party, or any Affiliate of such Party, has a 
contract or subcontract for Auditing Services. 

2. Definitions. The terms used in this Section shall have the meanings set forth below: 

“Affiliate” shall mean any Party that controls or is controlled by another Party, directly or 
indirectly, by shareholdings, membership, ownership or other means of control or power and shall 
include, but be not limited, to a subsidiary, parent or sibling corporation. “Affiliate” also includes 
any Party that is under common control with the specified Party. A Party shall be deemed to 
control if such Party has the power to directly or indirectly affect the management or the policies of 
the other through ownership of voting securities, voting rights, by contract or otherwise. 

“Auditing Sendees” shall mean a formal examination of accounting records, financial situations or 
compliance with some other set of financial standards which functions are generally exclusively 
performed or supervised by individuals or business organizations licensed and authorized to do 
business as public accountants in the State of Illinois. “Auditing Services” shall also include any 
independent reports and management recommendations derived or resulting from the performance 
of Auditing Services and which reports and recommendations are included within the scope of the 
contract for Auditing Services. 
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“Party” shall mean any individual, corporation, partnership, joint venture, trust, association, 
limited liability company, unincorporated business, individually owned business, sole 
proprietorship or similar type of organization or association. 

“Consulting Services” shall mean the rendering of analysis and advice requiring specialized 
expertise in a particular subject area or field. Such expertise may have been gained by education or 
experience in the area or field. For purposes of this Section 10-6.2, “Consulting Services” shall 
expressly exclude Auditing Services. 

3. Applicability to Future Contracts only. This Ordinance shall not apply to any contracts or 
subcontracts authorized prior to the Effective Date of this Ordinance. 

4. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall be effective_days after approval.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

Your Committee on Construction of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County met pursuant to notice 
on Wednesday, June 26, 2002 at the hour of 10:30 A.M. in the Board Room, Room 569, County Building, 
118 North Clark Street, Chicago, Illinois. 

Your Committee has considered the following items and upon adoption of this report, the 
recommendations are as follows: 

252579 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated June 4, 2002: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for authorization for the Purchasing 
Agent to advertise for bids for the Department of Corrections - Divisions II Renovation. It is 
respectfully requested that his Honorable Body approve this request. 

This project provides for replacement of plumbing and fixtures, ceilings, doors, windows, 
radiators and covers, update of intercom systems and new HVAC systems in Dormitories I, II 
& III. The implementation of this renovation will address the concerns raised by the John 
Howard Association. 

Bond Issue (20000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Referred to the Construction Committee on 6/18/02. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if a presentation would be made on the above item? 

Chairman Carr asked Michael LaMont to respond to Commissioner Hansen’s inquiry. 
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Michael LaMont stated that the project provides for replacement of plumbing in three buildings in 
Division II of the Department of Corrections complex that date back to the late 1950s. He said Division 
II is the second oldest division in the jail complex. The request is to replace the plumbing and fixtures, 
ceilings, windows and doors. Further, he stated that for several years the John Howard Association has 
identified these buildings as ones that need replacement of the above equipment and fixtures. The Office 
of Capital Planning and Policy has been working on the project for one year. He stated that the work 
would be completed in six phases in order to relocate the inmates, one wing at a time. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the capacity at the three buildings? 

Michael LaMont responded 1,200 inmates. 

Commissioner Hansen asked what is the time frame for completion of the project? 

Michael LaMont stated that it would take approximately nineteen months to complete the project with 
plans to advertise for bids during this summer so the work can begin in January 2003. 

Commissioner Hansen asked where would the inmates be relocated while the construction is taking 
place? 

Michael LaMont answered that currently the thought is to put the inmates in the old central kitchen, but 
this will depend on the jail population at that time. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked if the requested work is pursuant to a review by the staff of the Office of 
Capital Planning or solely based on a recommendation by the John Howard Association? 

Michael LaMont stated that the request is from both the John Howard Association and a review by the 
staff of the Office of Capital Planning and Policy. 

Commissioner Hansen, seconded by Vice Chairman Butler, moved the approval of Communication 
No. 252579. The motion carried. 

252580 OFFICE OF CAPITAL PLANNING AND POLICY, by Michael E. LaMont, Director, 
transmitting a Communication, dated June 4, 2002: 

Transmitted herewith for your approval is a request for permission to enter into a professional 
services contract with ROULA ASSOCIATES, INC. in the amount of $531,228.00 for the 
Criminal Courts Administration Building Plaza Deck and Drainage System Repairs. It is 
respectfully requested that this Honorable Body approve this request. 

This contract will provide for an evaluation of the existing deck and drainage systems and 
includes preparations of cost analysis and construction documents, bid phase services and 
construction administration. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: $531,228.00. Bond Issue (20000 Account). 

Sufficient funds have been appropriated to cover this request. 

*Refcrred to the Construction Committee on 6/18/02. 
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Commissioner Collins asked why this contract requires so many consultants? 

Michael LaMont responded that the request is to enter in to a professional services contract with Roula 
Associates while the other consultants are subcontractors to Roula Associates. 

Commissioner Collins asked if the county saves money by hiring consultants at discounted rates for every 
project that the county does rather than doing the work in-house? 

Michael LaMont stated that the Office of Capital Planning and Policy does not have a staff large enough 
or that has expertise to design the projects in all areas. Further, Mr. LaMont stated that the Office of 
Capital Planning and Policy does not hire a consultant for every project. He said that often specifications 
are developed internally and then bid, which was recently done on the roofing project that was approved 
by the Construction Committee. Mr. LaMont continued by saying that there are two components to this 
project; one involves waterproofing of the deck, which is the biggest part of the project, and the other 
involves the drainage system. 

Commissioner Hansen asked which deck is being repaired? 

Michael LaMont stated that the area being repaired is primarily around the new administration building, 
plus the connecting link between the two buildings and the staircase coming up from California Avenue. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that he is concerned that the amount of money involved in this project 
seems very high. 

Michael LaMont stated that the request is a budgetary figure at this point, and is based in part on costs 
associated with the construction at the Daley Center. 

Michael LaMont asked Roula Alakiotou of Roula Associates to respond to Commissioner Hansen’s 
questions. 

Roula Alakiotou stated that there is a building drainage system that is connected to the sewer in the 
vicinity, and the specific details of how the work will take place will not be known until the investigation 
is completed. Ms. Alakiotou further stated that there are drains into the system at the Criminal Courts 
Administration Building. 

Commissioner Hansen asked where the drains are located? 

Ms. Alakiotou stated that they are located on the inside, and the current drains and piping are in bad 
condition and are causing a leakage into offices. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that at some point he would like to receive the answer to exactly where the 
water will drain off once the project is completed. 

Ms. Alakiotou commented that there are sprinkler drains throughout the plaza and each drain is 
interconnected as well as connected to the major storm line. 

Commissioner Hansen stated that he would like to know the pattern of the drains. 

Ms. Alakiotou responded that following the investigation, she will be able to give the committee a set of 
documents that will explain exactly how the drainage in the plaza will occur. 
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Commissioner Hansen asked what is the life expectancy of the new liner? 

Ms. Alakiotou said that the new system has not been designed but once it is completed, then a 
determination can be made regarding the life expectancy of the liner. 

Michael LaMont stated that once Ms. Alakiotou prepares a schematic design, he would present it to the 
committee. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked what caused the decks to deteriorate? 

Ms. Alakiotou commented that the Criminal Courts Administration Building is an old building and has 
salt damage from the winter. He said this is the reason why placing radiant heat in the area is now under 
discussion so the main traffic area can be left free of salt. 

Michael LaMont stated that anything that is exposed to the elements would incur deterioration. 

Roula Alakiotou stated that the consultants are looking for at least three options to present to the Office of 
Capital Planning and Policy Department. 

Commissioner Hansen asked if salt is still being used on the deck? 

Michael LaMont stated that there is a representative from Facilities Management to respond to the 
question. 

John Joiner, Deputy Director, Facilities Management, stated that twice a year, the concrete slab is 
removed and the trough system is cleaned out. Also he stated that he has spoken to the Sheriffs Office 
and the Custodial Department that handles snow removal and asked them to no longer use salt on the deck 
and use a shovel to remove the snow. Further, he stated that the main problem is that the offices of the 
Adult Probation Department is located under the deck and has approximately one hundred and fifty 
employees. 

Commissioner Hansen commented that the Board of Commissioners should receive confirmation from 
the Sheriffs Office that salt is no longer being used on the deck area. 

Commissioner Butler asked a question regarding placing radiant heat in the area? 

Michael LaMont stated that the consultants would look at radiant heat as an option along with a cost 
benefit analysis.

Mr. Andrews stated that there are two issues, the soil that was tested has been disposed so it is no longer a 
problem and the water does not have contamination and it is just water.
